The figure is a sectional view of a dry cell of the invention. 

5 Detailed Description of the Invention 

The invention relates to a dry cell in which a transparent insulating coat 
is formed on all the surface of a cathode zinc can, in which a power generating 
element is accommodated, except an anode terminal and the bottom portion of 
the cathode zinc can serving as a cathode terminal by coating with or 
10 immersing in a soluble synthetic resin liquid such as a vinyl chloride solution or 
a vinyl acetate solution after the outer circumferential surface of the cathode 
zinc can is covered by an insulating paper cylinder on which a trade mark, a 
design and/or the like are printed. 

1 5 What is claimed is: 

A dry cell in which a transparent insulating coat 10 is formed on all the 
surface of a cathode zinc can 1 except an anode terminal 8 and the bottom 
portion of the cathode zinc can 1 by coating with or immersing in a soluble 
synthetic resin liquid such as a vinyl chloride solution or a vinyl acetate solution 

20 after the outer circumferential surface of the cathode zinc can 1 is covered by 
an insulating paper cylinder 9 on which a trade mark, a design and/or the like is 
printed. 
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
